Director’s  Notes 


A  Midsummer  Night’s  Dream  was  written  in  the  late  1500’s  (c.  1594-95)  and  is 
probably  the  best  known  and  most  widely  produced  of  Shakespeare’s  comedies.  The  play 
draws  on  many  diverse  elements  to  tell  the  story;  Greek  and  Celtic  myth,  English 
slapstick  farce  and  folk  tales,  and  elements  from  Italianate  comedy  which  owes,  in  a 
general  way,  a  debt  to  Plautus  and  Terrence’s  roman  comedies.  Shakespeare  draws  from 
these  rich  traditions  to  weave  together  the  four  plots  of  the  show  and  to  invent  a  world 
which  questions  the  connections  between  reality  and  illusion.  This  is  a  world  where  the 
magic  of  fairies  is  as  real  as  rebellious  teenagers  and  love  creates  a  dream  which  may  or 
may  not  be  real. 

It  is  this  freedom  which  allows  this  play  to  be  set  in  many  different  times  and 
places.  We  have  chosen  to  set  the  time  of  the  play,  generally,  in  the  late  1960’s,  a  time  of 
transition  and  rebellion  where  youth  was  questioning  the  old  order,  a  new  era  of 
spirituality  and  nature  was  rising,  and  many  were  heeding  the  call  to  “turn  on  and  tune 
out”  and  “do  your  own  thing.”  An  interest  in  the  dreams,  the  sub-conscious,  and  alternate 
realities  goes  along  well  with  this  story  of  magic,  fairies,  and  young  love.  As  Theseus 
says  in  the  play, 

“As  imagination  bodies  forth 
the  forms  of  things  unknown,  the  poet’s  pen 
turns  them  to  shapes  and  gives  to  airy  nothing 
a  local  habitation  and  a  name” 

This  is,  indeed,  “hot  ice  and  wondrous  strange  snow.”  From  the  slapstick  zaniness  of  the 
Mechanicals  to  the  romantic  comedy  of  the  Athenian  youths,  A  Midsummer  Night ’s 
Dream  truly  has  something  in  it  for  everyone  who  sees  it. 

We  have  kept  many  of  the  production  elements  which  Shakespeare  would  have 
recognized,  for  example,  the  single  setting  where  location  is  largely  changed  in  the 
imagination  of  the  audience  and  the  use  of  music  to  mark  scene  changes.  We  have 
included  two  dances,  one  of  them  set  to  an  original  melody  by  Allison  Glidewell  and 
Melissa  Genova  using  lyrics  supplied  by  the  Bard  himself 

A  Midsummer  Night ’s  Dream  is  one  of  Shakespeare’s  best  known  and  most 
produced  comedies  and  we  hope  that  our  production  does  justice  to  this  work.
